‘The Hennepin canal will be com­ 
pleted. 
With a strong recommenda- 
j tion from the River and Harbor com- 
jmittee which inclu ded $500 000 as an 
\ appropriation for the Illinois and Mis­ 
sissippi canal in the bill which has 
been presented before congress, there 
Is no dou bt bu t th a t the bill will re­ 
ceive the approval of the legislators at 
Washington. 
The above is a statem en t which 
Captain Lon Bryson made to a Daven- 
| port Times representative regarding 
the river and harbor bill and the ap­ 
propriation which was inclu ded in it 
for the completion of the Hennepin 
canal. 
Captain Bryson is thorou ghly 
conversant with river matters gener­ 
ally, and has predicted right along 
that theie was no real cau se for worry 
with regard to the new water way 
which is in the cou rse of constru ction i 
between the Illinois and Mississippi 
rivers. 
The river and harbor bill is before 
congress. Three hu ndred tbou saand 
dollars cash Is allowed for the Illinois 
and Mississippi canal and $200,000 in 
continu ing contracts. 
“ The above is the plan which we 
have advocated right along,” con­ 
tinu ed Captain Bryson. 
“ Werealized 
from past experiences that it was 
better to ask for a small amou nt in 
continu ou s contracts and § ecu re what 
we wanted, than to ask for the whole 
appropriation in a lu mp, and have 
congress tu rn it down completely on 
accou nt of Its magnitu de. 
The bill 
states that $500,COO is the appropria­ 
tion which is slated for the comple­ 
tion of tbej canal, and as there is al­ 
most $300,000 remaining of a former 
appropriation which is not yet ex­ 
pended, a .total of $800,000 will on the 
passage of the present bill be avail­ 
able for the completion of the canal. 
The engineers’ estimates were that 
something 
over $7 00,000 wou ld be 
needed to finish the waterway, so you 
see the canal will be well taken cart 
of.” 
The Ipress dispatches do not con­ 
tain in their lists any mention of ap 
propriations for the u pper Mississippi 
improvement, another transaction m 
which Captain Bryson is deeply in­ 
terested. 
He stated, however, that 
he felt 
assu red that 
the needed 
amou nt for the work wou ld be re 
ported by the committee, as the Upper 
Mississippi River Improvement a&so- 
tion has been strongly represented 
before the committee. The press dis­ 
patches only contain those appropria­ 
tions that were of interest locally, 
and on tnis accou nt Mr. Bryson feels 
that this item was omitted.

HAS HO SUBSTITUTE 


A bill designed to prevent pool sell­ 
ing on race tracks or at state fairs was 
introdu ced yesterday by Representa­ 
tive S. E. 
Erickson of Cook. 
While 
the present law makes pool selling at 
race associations’ exhibitions legal the 
new act repeals that paragraph and 
provides a penalty of one year in prison 
or a fine of $2,0 j0 for any violation 
thereof. The bill is a copy of one in­ 
trodu ced by Mr. Erickson in 1893, 
which passed the lower hou se, bu t was 
bu ried in the senate 


PROVISIONS SWEEPING. 
I 
Mr. Erickson’s bill provides that 
any person who shall keep a tent, 
room, shed or tenement, booth or 
bu ilding of any kind or who occu pies 
I any place u pon pu blic or 
private 
grou nds within the state with any 
book, instru ment or device for the 
pu rpose of recording or registering 
bets on man or beast or for seliing 
! pools u pon the resu lts of trials of skill 
or contests between man or beast or 
u pcn political nominations shail be 
deemed gu ilty of violating the law 
and su bject to pu nishment. 
The clau se of the present law re­ 
pealed by this measu re is at the close 
of section 137 E, page 6*3, of the re­ 
vised statu tes. It is as follows: 
Provided, however, that the pro^ 
visions of this act shall not apply to 
fair or race 
are incorpor­ 
ated u nder the laws of the state, du r­ 
ing the actu al time of the meetings of 
said associations, or within twenty- 
fou r hou rs before any su ch meetings,

The mysteries of bread m anu factu re 
belong to the domain of the hou sewife. 
The rise or fall of the biscu it, w hile it 
affects the digestion of the male frac­ 
tion of the hou sehold, strikes a deeper, 
if not more responsive, chord of the 
feminine natu re, for. after all, every 
woman mu st regard herself, potentially 
at least, as a good cook, ju st as mascu ­ 
line character piqu es itself on the pow­ 
er to elu cidate a railroad time table. 
Of cou rse in cooking, as in card play­ 
ing, the qu ality of the m aterial is im­ 
portant. 
W hat the 
play er ascribes to 
bad cards the cook equ ally certainly 
lavs to poor Hou r. Ileuce the m anuiac- 
tu rers of flou r in self defense have 
fallen back u pon scientific m ethods for 
determ ining the quality of their flour. 
W hen Mrs. Brown, indig nant at the 
failure of her biscuits on three succes­ 
sive m orning s, ex hausts her tem per in 
an indig nant epistle to the m anufac­ 
turer w hose nam e appear» on the head 
of the flour barrel, she is, after all. un 
consciously render, ng him a valuable 
service, for the m anufacturer is * 
ing to provide wlv i Mrs, BrowYi is in­ 
sistent on receiving nam ely , good and 
pure flour. T he process of accom pl 
ing this is ex haustive, and it w ould 
doubtless surprise Mrs. Brown to learn 
that w hen sh e sifted her flour she w as 
putting it throug h the one hundred and 
fifty -first 
repetition 
of 
this 
process. 
W hen Mrs, Brown scuds her com plaint, 
w ith her ow n little theory of the cause, 
her letter, if properly w ritten, w ill in­ 
dicate the num ber of her packag e, and, 
w ith this as a clew, iho m anufacturer 
w ill investig ate. 
| 
rEo be able to fix upon the ex act lo­ 
cation o f the difficulty in a mill turn­ 
ing out thousands and thousands of 
barrels o f flour each y ear requires a 
sy stem w hich can cope w ith the m ag ­ 
nitude of the problem, which is g reatly 
com plicated by the fact that the w heat 
is g athered from half a dozen states. 
To do this the great m ills all em ploy 
a reg ular staff of chem ists. 
Every 
hour there com es to these chem ists 
sam ples o f th e flou r that is being m an­ 
ufactured. 
T his they test and label 
and file aw ay in little bottles properly 
index ed. 
W hen Mrs. B ro w n s com ­ 
plaint com es in the chem ist* g oes back 
in his index to the sam ple taken the 
hou r Mrs. Brown s flour w as g round 
and is able to teil 
at once ju s t w hat 
kind of flour the irate wom an received, 
w here it cam e from . nd w hat its qual­ 
ity w as. H e keeps these sam ples a year; 
then th ey g ive way to new ones. 
Bu t this is merely the 
reference 
phase. 
To deter a due the pu rity ol 
their produ ct be ore it goes on the 
m arket the manu factu rers have an 
elaborate and com prehensive sy stem , 
which wou ld dou btless convince Mrs. 
Brown of their good faith cou ld she 
visit one of the great mills. 
The 
process begins when the 
w heat comes 
In. 
Samples of every lot are sent 
throu gh a tiny mill which is an exact 
model of the great mill, a sort of sci­ 
entific toy as well as a valu able and 
practical machine. 
Here the samples 
are grou nd. 
Then comes the first 
test, which is denominated the glu ten 
test. 
The flou r is made into dou gh 
balls, which resemble the biscu its with 
which Mrs. Brown had su ch an u nhap­ 
py experience. These are weighed and 
then washed with pu re w ater u ntil the 
raising qu alities are eliminated. 
This 
takes the starch ou t of the dou gh, a 
somewhat complicated resu lt. 
lhe 
1 glu ten that remains thu s indicates the 
amou nt of this property in the wheat. 
Then there is a “dou ghing test,” which 
consists in making little dou gh pat­ 
ties, su ch as children delight in. These 
are placed on glass plates, anil the ex­ 
pert determines the qu ality of the 
j w heat by the color of the variou s pat­ 
ties, while twice a day the w heat is 
critically analyzed by the regu lar chem­ 
ists. 
| 
Bu t the most Interesting of all the 
tests is the bread baking. This process 
wou ld be at once tbe admiration and 
despair 
of 
any 
good 
hou sekeeper. 
Dou btless even the mascu line mind 
wou ld find charm in the resu lting 
bread. From samples of flou r the loaves 
are made and then consigned to raising 
ovens, where the tem peratu re is kept 
even. Before they are pu t in these ov­ 
ens the loaves are measu red. Next they 
go to other ovens, heated by electricity, 
and are baked. Once baked to an even 
brown, they ate ru thlessly cu t In half 
i and tu rned over to the expert tasting 
1 committee, which decides u pon their 
relative merit, label» them and, indi­ 
cates the mill from which the flou r in 
them came and the wheat growing dis­ 
trict which produ ced them. Not infre­ 
qu ently the tasting committee decides 
that two brands of flou r m u st be blend­ 
ed fri produ ce a harmoniou s loaf, and 
this Is done and tbe baking experiment 
repeated. Ou t of all this tasting and 
blending, weighing and testing, Mrs. 
1 Brown’s flou r is Anally evolved, cata-
